" reproduced in tho Chinese, This is no very 
serious omission, , because & large number of 
such notifications refer to matters in which 
the natives are not concerned, and which they 
would not understand, But ‘on tho other 
hand, it contains notifications to the Chinese 
of which no mention is made in the English 

_ edition and of whese. existence, the foreign 
community are thus kept in/complete igno- 
rance, oxcept they happer/to be brought to 

- light by some accident,A portion of these 
notifications was-formerly issued by. the 
‘RucisreamGeneraL on his own responsi 
bility, and attention was called to the fact in 
the public papera. . This irregularity hae 
since been put right, and general notifica- 
tions have now to be issued by the ConontaL- 
Skokztaxy, or tha Governor, 50, thut the 
Government at least now what is going'on. 
But this cannot be held to be sufficiont. 

- Tho, public_at-large ought to know what 
notifications are issued to the Chinase; and 
the nystem at present adopted is eminently 
calculated tdpmislead them, The difficulty 
of obtaining anything like an accurate trans- 
lation of a notification in Chinese would be 
‘a serious obstacle, even if tho generality of 
people knew exactly where to find such in- 
formation; but there are ‘probably not fifty 
‘people in the. whole Colony who do not think 
that the Chinese Gaseite is merely x repro-’ 
duction of the English edition, and that-it in,- 
therefore, quite unnecessary for them to 
trouble about the matter. Thus, the com- 
munity is kept in darkness, except, as. sbove 
stated, something occur to unearth ‘one or 
other of thase notifications. This was .ra- 
cently the cage in the course of a trial at tho 
Polico Vourt, during which it tranapired that 
@ notification was -issued in the Chinese 
Gazette concerning the “Shan Sin Fan,” 
‘We have already commented on. the ex- 
trome fatuity of this’ manifesto: “No ‘atep 
‘more calculated to give an undue importance 
in the eyes of the multitude to the nonsen-
